Thk  Garrison  Housh,  on  Cannon 
Hill,  was  l)uilt  b}'  Samuel  Stick ne\-  in 
1704,  and  enlarged  1)}-  his  grandson, 
Capt.  Thomas  vStickney  in  1765,  who 
was  born  and  died  there.  After  the 
death  of  Capt.  Stickney's  \vid()\\-  in 
r8i5,  the  house  was  purchased  !)}■  his 
son,  Deacon  Daniel  vStickne}-,  who  sold 
it  to  Philip  Tenney,  and  he,  ^\•ith()\ll 
occupying  it,  sold  it  to  Aai-on  Atwood 
in  1820.  INIr.  Atwood  li\'ed  there  until 
1830,  when  it  came  into  the  possession 
of  the  late  Richard  Renlon,  I{s(i.,  w\\o 
tore  it  down  in  [854.  Tlu  old  house 
was  built  of  plank,  with  one  end  of 
brick  made  on  the  place.  Tlu-  housi- 
standing  on  the  old  site  was  built  by  Mr. 
Renton,  and  is  at  present  owned  and 
occupied  by  his  daughter,  I\Irs.  Jane  C.

Thu  vSariuhi,  TENN]^v  Horsu  was 
built  aljout  17S6  Ij)-  Capt.  Samuel  Ten- 
ney,  whose  wife  was  the  daughter  of 
Lieut.  Asa  Merrill.  After  the  Revolu- 
tionar_y  War  Lieut.  Merrill  made  this  his 
home  uuti]  his  death,  which  occ\irred 
Nov.  3,  1815.  The  house,  wliich  is  ou  a 
part  of  the  original  Teuue}-  grant,  re- 
mained in  the  possession  of  the  Tcn- 
ne3'S  for  three  generations.  It  has 
siuce  iDeen  occupied  b}-  Aaron  N.  Pills- 
bur}'.    vSee  page  64. 

The  WrijjA!\r  S.-vvorv  House  was 
remodelled  in  1765  b}-  vSergt.  William 
vSavor}'  from  the  old  Ezekiel  Jewett 
house,  which  stood  on  the  same  spot. 
In  1823  Wm.  vS.  Balch,  grandson  of  Wni 
Savory,  took  the  nortli  half.  Silas 
Hopkinson  lived  in  the  south  half  until 
the  same  year,  when  it  was  taken  by 
Ira  Hopkinson,  who  lived  there  unlil 
1839,  the  whole  house  then  coming  into 
the  possession  of  Wm .  S.  r.alch,  whose 
daughter,  l\Iiss  Sarah  H.  balch.  is  the 
present  owner.

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AN  HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 


Bradford  had  been  incorporated 
one  hundred  years  when  the  Lexing- 
ton alarm  was  sounded,  and  although 
town  meetings  wei'e  at  that  time, 
and  even  afterwards,  called  "In  His 
Majesty's  name,"  two  companies  ot 
infantry  were  soon  on  the  way  to 
Cambridge. 

The  inhabitants  of  Bradford  were 
conservative  to  a  considerable  de- 
gree, but  they  were  at  the  same 
time  ready  to  act  for  the  common 
weal  when  occasion  required. 

Among  the  first  acts  of  the  town 
in  what  may  be  termed  the  revolu- 
tionary period,  was  the  calling  of 
a  town  meeting  at  the  West  Meet- 
ing house  on  Monday  the  loth  day 
of  October,  1774,  at  7  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  to  make  choice  of  one  or 
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more  Deputies,  to  meet  at  Concord 
on  the  elca\  cnth  of  this  instant  Octo- 
In-i-.  with    Poputics  which    sl-tn!l  he 
.ipp(Miilcti  hy    the    oll'.ci    Towns  in 
this  pr(i\  incc,  to  Coii^iilci  ;inil  Deter- 
mine on  such  mcasuies  as  the  Con- 
gress sliall  then  think  expcchent  and 
neccssar\ .     Also  to  sec  if  the  Tow  n 
will  lii^liuct  the  Selectmen  Ki-lntin^^ 
to  Keplem>hin^-  the  Town    Stt)ck  of 
Annnunition."

Jan.  i8th,  1775.  Voted,  To  give 
encouragement  to  such  men  as  in- 
cline to  enlist  as  minute-men  ;  and 
Deacon  Thomas  Kimball,  Capt. 
Daniel  Thurston,  John  Burba  nk, 
Bradstreet  Parker,  Josiah  Bacon, 
Dudley  Carlton,  Esq.,  Benj.  Gage, 
Tun.,  William  Greenough,  Abel 
Kimball,  Benj.  Walker,  Nath'l 
Gage,  Jun.,  Phinehas  Carlton,  Dea. 
Obadiah  Kimball,  Moses  Harriman 
and  Peter  Russell  were  chosen  a 
committee  to  formulate  a  plan  for 
that  purpose. 

At  an  adjourned  meeting  (Jan. 
30th)  it  was  voted  to  accept  the 
plan  of  the  committee  relating  to 
minute-men.  The  plan  proposed  is 
embodied  in  the  following  votes  :

A  meeting  was  held  on  the  20th 
of  Jtme,  1776,  and  the  town  pro- 
ceeded to  take  into  consideration  a

Said  committee  were  ordered 
to  build  the  Pest  house  and  hire  se\  - 
enty  Pounds  to  enable  them  to  carry 
on  the  work.  They  voted  that  the 
Pest  house  be  set  on  land  belonging 
to  Nathaniel  Parker,  "or  in  any  place 
that  they  shall  think  will  best  ac- 
commodate the  Town."  Voted,  To 
raise  one  hundred  pounds  toward  de- 
fraying the  the  costs  and  charges  that 
shall  arise  in  building  the  Pest  house. 

The  house  was  built  on  the  east 
side  of  the  Jaques  road  near  Jewett's 
Crossing,  and  the  graves  of  those 
who  died  of  the  disease,  were  to  be 
seen  near  the  wall  until  within  a  feu- 
years,  when  the  field  was  ploughed, 
and  since  then  a  new  growth  ot  \vo'  k1 
has  sprung  up,  and  the  graves  arc 
obliterated:  the  house  was  burned 
soon  after  it  was  vacated.

A  story  too  good  to  remain  untold 
is  the  following,  which  was  told  to 
me  by  a  man  who  had  it  from  the 
lips  of  one  of  the  participants,  and 
the  truth  of  it  is  vouched  for. 

On  occasion  it  was  necessary  to 
raise  a  number  of  men  to  fill  the 
quota  of  the  town  in  the  Cotinencal 
army,  and  it  was  decided  to  muster 
one  of  the  companies  of  minute  men, 
and  call   for  volunteers.     The  call 
was   issued,   the   company  paraded 
in  front  of  Squire   Russell's   Ta\  crn 
and  after  a  stirring  appeal   with  tlic 
fife  and  drum  "the  object  of  the  ex- 
pedition"was  stated  ;  a  pause  ;  no  one 
responded;   then  an  appeal   to  the 
patriotism  of  the  men  was  made  by

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DEATH  OF  DR.  L  A. 
WOODBURY  OCCURS 
AFTER  LONG  ILLNESS 


Dr.  Louis  A.  Woodtiury,  one  of  Essex 
county'3  best  known  physicians,  died  list 
night  shortly  after  6  o'clock  after  an  Ill- 
ness of  several  years'  duration.  He  was 
a  veteran  of  the  Civil  war  and  a  member  ' 
of  Charles  Sumner  post,  G.  A.  R.  The 
flag:  on  Memorial  hall  was  lowered  to 
half  mast  today  In  hJa  memory. 

The  doctor  was  a  descendant  of  Emi- 
grant John  V.'oodbury  who  landed  In  this 
country  in  '1«24.  Ha  was  bom  In  Salem, 
N.  H.  Oct.  1,  1844  and  received  Ms  educa- 
tion in  the  pubhc  schools  of  Concord,  X. 
H.  and  the  Harvard  Medical  school  from 
which  he  -was  graduated  In  1S72.  i 

At  the  age  of  IS  years  he  enUsted  In  Co.  | 
D,  16th  New  Hampshire  regiment,  a  nine-  ' 
months  regiment  and  served  until  the 
mu3tir  out  of  the  regl-ment  Aug.  20,  1863; 
he  participated  In  the  following  engage- 
ments: Port  Hudson.  La.,  March  14.  1863; 
Butto  a  la  Rose  April  20,  18&3  and  the 
Siege  of  Port  Hudson,  July  18S3.  Dr. 
Woodbary  cami  to  Groreiand  with  his 
bride  nee  Alice  Cheater  Stanwood  In  1S72, 
where  he  has  since  resided,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  few  years  when  he  went  away 
on  account  of  his  health,  regaining  which 
he  retum-^d  and  resumed  the  practice  of 
medicine  in  which  ho  was  eminently  suc- 
cessful; he  was  also  the  proprietor  of  the 
Elm  Park  drug  store.  Owing  to  ill  health 
he  began  six  years  ago  gradually  to  Riv» 
(  up  practice,  at  first  taking  no  cases  that 
would  require  going  out  at  night,  and 
limiting  his  day  practice  to  the  families  In 
I  which  he  had  been  the  family  phy.ilclan 
for  a  long  term  of  years.  In  1889  his  wife 
Idled,  and  In  1890  ho  married  Miss  Helen 
Ney  Robinson  of  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  who 
survive?  him.  He  alro  leaves  a  sister, 
Mrs.  I.  F.  Woodbury  of  Allston,  and  sev- 
eral nieces  and  nephews. 

Since  the  death  of  N.  H.  Griffln  the 
doctor  hag  served  as  secretary  and  treas- 
urer of  the  Groveland  Mutual  Flro  Insur- 
ance company.  He  was  l.irgely  Interested 
in  the  history  of  Groveland  and  had  col- 
lected so  great  an  amount  of  facta  and 
data  that  he  had  for  many  years  been  re- 
garded as  the  historian  of  the  town:  some 
that  he  has  written  has  been  published, 
but  there  remains  much  of  value  Including 
a  photograph  of  every  house  In  town  with 
a   manuscript    sketch   accompanying  It. 

For  20  years  he  was  elected  to  the  of- 
fice of  surgeon  of  Post  101  G.  A.  R.  and 
for  several  years  has  been  the  quartor- 
master.  and  retained  the  ofTlcn  until  Ms 
death;  and  also  that  of  chairman  of  the 
trusitees  of  the  Public  library;  he  waa 
one  of  the  most  Interested  members  of  the 
Village  Imprcrvcment  society  and  for  two 
years  served  as  its  president. 

In  politics  ho  has  always  been  of  the 
Democratic  faith.  For  a  Ion*  t'rm  of 
ye-ars  ho  ser\'ed  as  a  vestrj'man  of  Trin- 
ity church.  Haverhill.  reslKninx  on  ac- 
count of  falling  health;  he  wns  n  nvemNr 
of  the  Mitssachusntts  .Medical  sr.rl«ty. 
Haverhill  Medical  club.  New  Hampdhlrx 
Association  of  Armf  Surgeons.  H.irvard 
Alumni  association.  Sons  of  the  Am<«ri<-an 
Revolution,  N"cw  England  Historic  Gone- 
alogical  society,  Ees<rx  Institute  and  H«t- 
erhlU  commandery.  Knights  Templar.

DiR-   LOUIS  ATTGUSTCS  WOODBLK.Y 

A  lyeadJns  PTiysiclan  of  Groveland,  He 
Was  Acrtively  Interested  in  Histori- 
cal and  Genealogical  Research  and 
Was  a  Writer  on  Various  Subjects 

Dr.  Louis  Augustus  ofxHcmry ,  a  p 
nent  physiciaji  of  Groveland,  died  on 
day  evening  at  his  homo  in  that  town,  in 
his  seventy-second  year.  He  was  bom  in 
SaJem  on  Oct.  1,  18-tl,  the  son  of  Washing- 
ton and  Dolly  Head  (Jones)  Woodbury. 
He  was  a  descendant  of  John  Woodtnjry, 
the  first  of  that  family  name  to  came  to 
America,  as  a  member  of  the  IVIassachu- 
setts  Colony,  in  162-1. 

Louis  Augustus  Woodtmry  was  educated 
in  the  public  schools  of  Concord,  N.  H.,  and 
at  the  Harvard  Medical  School,  from 
which  he  received  his  1L  D.  degree.  In 
Civil  War  days  he  enlisted  for  service,  at 
t3i9  ag'e  of  eighteen  years,  in  Company  D, 
Sixteenth  Hegiment  of  New  Hampshire 
Volunteers,  and  he  served  until  he  was 
mustered  out.  He  then  took  up  the  study 
of  medicine  and  after  his  graduation  from 
the  Medical  School  he  practised  in  Grove- 
land  continuing  active  in  his  profession 
up  .  to  aJjout  Hve  years  ago,  when  failing 
health  compelled  him  to  relinquish  his 
I  large  practice  to  others.  He  had  con- 
tiiiasJ,-  hOvVcver,  his  literary  ajid  research 
work.  He  contrlibuted  many  papers  to 
medical  societies,  and  he.  did  much  genea- 
logical and  historical  research  "work,  in 
which  he  found  deep  Interest. 

In  his  home  toTvn,  Dr.  Woodbury  had 
been  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Gro\'e- 
land  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  CVsmpany.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Medi- 
cal Society,  the  Now  HamipshJre  Associa- 
tion of  Army  Surgeons,  the  Harvard 
Alumni  Association,  the  Haverhill  lledl- 
cal  Club,  the  New  England  HlBtorlc- 
Genealogical  Society,  the  EJssex  Inslltut6 
at  Salem,  and  the  Society  of  Sons  of  the 
American  Kevolution.  He  t>elonged  to  the 
G.  A.  R.  and  to  the  Masonic  order,  ajid 
was  a  Knight  Templar.  In  his  church  life 
he  was  an  EJpiscopalian. 

Dr.  Woodbury  was  maj-ried  In  IfiCO. 
North  Andover,  to  Alice  Cheater  Stan- 
wood,  who  died  in  May.  18S0.  By  a  second 
marriage,  which  took  place  In  Portsmouth. 
N.  H..  In  September,  ISOO,  Helen  Ney  Rob- 
inson became  his  wife.  She  survives  Dr. 
Woodbun'-  One  child  by  his  first  niarrt.itrn 
died.  Dr.  Woodbury  leaves  a  sister.  Emina 
F.  Woodbury,  who  married  Isaac  T.  Wood- 
•bury  of  Allston,  where  aho  now  Uvas^ 
There  are  several  survlring  nephews  and 
nieces. 

Dr.  Woodtmry  s  published  literary  worK 
in'Cluded  "A  Contrtbution  to  the  Early  Hi."*- 
tory  of  Medicine  in  HavcrhlU."  'Injionr- 
tions  from  the  Old  Cemeter>-  to  Grov<!; 
land,"  "Early  IVUntstors  of  Brad.ord 
and  '-.Vn  Historical  Sketch  0t  Bradford  In 
the  RevoluUon."  Dr.  WowJburr.  In  h.s 
Interest  In  Groveland,  had  mado  a  photc>- 
graph  of  every  house  in  the  town. 
wrote  an  accompanying  sketch  of  the  his- 
tory of  each  house,  all  making  a  nm.^t 
voluiminous  manuscript.  It  never  has  b^-^n 
published,  because  of  the  rreat  expense 
which  would  be  involved  In  such  a  work 


le  completed  this  several  years  ago.

PeriTr's  men  been  multiplied  all  over 
M*r»|»'*l\^ — .T-lio*^  «k^,t»s«^r  V'*«'^'*ary  ^1t»*» 
some  of  them  were  bijucht  In  to  patrol — 
probably  few  Internments  would  have 
occurred,  while  great  ext^en.se  would 
have  been  avoided,  and  the  maklnir  of 
many  sore  hearts  been  prevented.  This 
opinion  I  heard  expressed  by  some  of  the 
wise  of  Manitoba.  I  wilt  conclude  by 
aaaertlnc  that  no  part  of  Canada  con- 
tains so  large  a  proportion  of  temperate- 
minded  men  as  does  the  west— truly 
men-of-the- world,  by  reason  of  their 
much  association  with  all  snrta,  ways 
and  conditions  of  people.  Such  men  may 
save  Canada,  after  this  war,  from  bash- 
ful procedures,  tn  whifh  "enlightened 
Ontario"  Is  esparlally  prone.
